The largest of the three vessels—in 
fact, the largest vessel ever designed 
for the United States Navy—is, known 
officially as armored crdiser No. 2, and 
popularly as the 8,100-ton vessel. She 
| belongs to the class of swift cruisers, 
'and is very close to a battle-ship, in 
that she is provided with a moderately 
| heavy arin6r belt, besides a protective 
deck. The armor will be eight inches 


thick, and a curbed protective deck six | 
inches thick. She will be armed with 


six @ight-inch and twelve four-inch 
tiveoch-loading rifles, and will develop 
16,000 indicated horsé-power and a 
speed of twenty knots. The dimen- 
sions are: Length, 380 feet; extreme 
breadth, 64 feet 2‘. inches; depth in 
hold, 41 feet 3 inches. 

The other large vessel, designated as 
cruiser No. 6, is to have adisplacement 
of 5,500 tons. She has no armor, but 
is provided with a protective deck 
eight and three-quarters inches thick. 
Her main batteries consist of two 
eight-inch and ten four-inch breech- 
toading rifles. She is to make twenty 
knots an hour, With 13,500-horse power. 
Dimensions: Length, 330 feet; ex- 
treme breadth, 53 feet; depth, 33 feet. 

The third vessel is a practice cruiser 
of 800 tons—a miniature man-of-war 
for training cadets at the Naval Acad- 
emies.
